gathers force anew, Charles L. 
Mitchell, forecaster of the Washington 
weather bureau, said tonight that 
danger to the Florida coast from the 
disturbance was past. 

The storm advisory issued tonight 
by the weather bureau said no winds 
of gale force had been reported from 
the disturbance tonight. 

Mitchell explained the mountains of 
Santo Domingo had acted as a brake 
vpon the whirling air currents and 
had apparently broken the winds 
force until it was no longer dangerous. 

He said there was a possibility it 
might again gather strength in cross- 
ing the ocean after leaving Cuba but

He said the highest wind of 
the day from the hurricane area was 
only 50 miles an hour, as compared 
to a wind of 136 miles reported from 
Santo Doming yesterday. 

~The warning. follows:

Major Crockett radioed Governor 
Roosevelt that the American minister 
with his staff and all Europeans were 
saved, but that the American legation 
was destroyed. 

He said that three-quarters of the 
houses were practically destroyed and 
that the entire city was badly dam- 
aged. 

The 800 deaths were estimated by 
President Trujillo. That many had 
been counted at the time of the con- 
ference and it was indicated’ that the 
number in the city might go higher, 
with the remainder of the country yet 
to be heard from. 

Hundreds of others were injured, 
hut the message did not attempt to 
estimate the number. 

Major Crockett said there was ur- 
gent need for physicians, medical sup- 
plies, tents, pots, blankets, clothing 
and 50,000 to 100,000 rations. He add- 
ed that funds from the Red Cross also 
were badly needed. 

Tonight Governor Roosevelt planned 
for relief work in Santo Domingo and 
informed the American Red Cross that

“I would like definitely to put an 
end to this rumor,” he said. “The 
gale has lost much of its force in the 
mountainous regions of Haiti. I have 
been in communication with Santiago 
de Cuba and Baracoa throughout the 
day, and there are no signs of a dis- 
tugbance there. At the latter point 
the barometer went down several mil- 
limeters until it reached 756.25. Light 
winds varying from northeast and 
southeast to due east and south, with 
some rain, were reported. 

“At Santiago the barometer is 
reading 757.50, which is nearly nor- 
mal for that part of the tropics. 
Light variable winds and low clouds 
to the northeast have been reported. 

“We do not feel that Cuba or 
Florida are in any peril. The hurri- 
cane, according to our observations, 
is north of Oriente province. There 
may be some wind felt along the 
Oriente shoreline, but the disturbance 
is too remote to dominate. the atmos- 


_pheric currents there.” 


STORM EXPECTED 
TO SKIRT FLORIDA. 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 4.—()—R. W. 
Gray, government meteorologist here, 
issued the following statement con- 
cerning the West Indian hurricane 
this afternoon: 

“Radio reports received during the 
afternoon indicated the storm center 
was south of Great Inaugua, in the 
Bahama islands, and probably in 
Windward passage. It apparently was 
continuing its west-northwestward 
movement. If it should continue this 
course it.will skirt the northern coast 
of Cuba and pass through the Florida 
straits. 

“Future developments could of 
course alter this course. There is no 
danger of strong winds on the extreme 
lower east coast of Florida before late 
Friday afternoon or Friday weet 


SANTO DOMINGO 
SCENE OF MISERY. 
BY FRANCISCO ESCOVAR, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Re- 
public, Sept.e4.—Santo Domingo, one 
of the oldest settlements of the new 
world, today was a scene of misery 
and desolation laid down by a hurri- 
cane. 

The terrific winds struck yesterday, 
but even 24 hours later it was impos- 


sible to determine the exact number 
of lives lost Ore the full extent of 


damage done this island republic. 

Early estimates, including those 
compiled at the all-America cable of- 
fice which through the night was 
out of communication with the out- 
side world, resulted,in these figures: 

Dead, 3 

Injured, 1,000. 

Dainage, $15,000,000. Among the 
property destroyed was the home of 
te a minister, Charles B. 

urtis. 


Local authorities at Port Au Prince, 
Haiti, sent word shortly after noon 
that they estimated the storm cen- 
ter to be at St. Nicholas Mole, on 
the northwest tip of Haiti. 

A few hours later advices from Ha- 
vana quoted the director of the Belen 
observatory as estimating that the 
hurricane was off the coast of Bara- 
coa, Cuba, with a velocity at center 
of 142 miles an hour. 

Whether the interior of the repub- 
lie suffered as greatly as the capital 
could not at once be learned because 
of interrupted communications. 

Wasted City. 

Santo Domingo, however, was a 
wasted city. Uncounted hundreds were 
made homeless and many, suffering 
from injuries, were unable to receive 
proper treatment. 

Officials of the administration of 
President Rafael L. Trujillo said 
urgent aid was required. Not only 
must care for the injured be provided 
but a food shortage exists. The 


debris-strewn streets provide another 


problem. 


Roofs were lifted off houses as 
though they had been placed there 
with thumb tacks. Even buildings of 
modern construction 
crumbled. Trees were uprooted and 
thrown across highways to make them 
impassable. 


_To add to the worries of authori- 
ties, according to one report reaching 
the all-America cable office, the in- 
sane asylum here was demolished and 
the inmates escaped to run at large 
through the terror-stricken city. 

The cable office, incidentally, was 
swamped with messages. Failing to 
function for hours it resumed service 
and found scores of Americans seek- 
ing to send word of their well-being. 

A Pan-American airplane flew over 
the city during the morning but did 
not land, probably because the air 
field was littered with debris. One 
of the first tasks facing volunteers 
was to clear the field so that other 
planes, carrying the medical supplies 
needed, could come down with safety. 

According to the best available in- 
formation the hurricane did more 
damage here than at any other spot 
on its route thus far. 

The storm first was reported off 
the Barbadoes. Apparently it passed 
north of Martinique and struck the 
island of Dominica, in the leeward 
group of British islands. There, 20 
persons were reported killed. Subse- 
quently it passed 100 miles to the 
south of Porto Rico and struck Santo 
Dominge moving northwestward. 

Sun Shines. 

By a curious quirk of weather the 
sun shone today with its usual tropi- 
cal. brilliance. This was fortunate 
for the homeless—and virtually the 
entire population was so classed— 
who would have been hard put to 
withstand rainstorms. 

President -Trujillo took personal 
charge of the relief plans here. Agents 
were sent to investigate the devasta- 
tion elsewhere in the hurricane’s wide 
sweep inland. 

The cable station manager dis- 
patched a message to the San Juan, 
Porto Rico, office asking for the fol- 
lowing goods sent on the Alla- 
America cable ship due to leave that 
port tomorrow: Men's underwear, 
suits, white socks, 
sheets, blankets, women’s and chil- 
dren's clothing, canned foodstuffs, 
illuminating oil for hurricane lamps, 
candles, matches and any tents avail- 
able.

A convoy of six ships, carrying a 
delegation of welcomers and a trans- 
port loaded with newspapermen, which 
left the field hurriedly an hour earlier 
to keep a rendezvous with the French 
plane at Greenville, about 50 miles 
away, did not return for more than 
an hour after Coste and Bellonte had 
been officially received and had been 
escorted through the city along streets 
lined by thousands of cheering per- 
sons. 

CODOS MAY SEEK 
DISTANCE RECORD. . 

PARIS, Sept. 4.—(#)—Paul Codos, 
friend and aviation associate of 
Dieudonne Coste,- may attempt to 
make a new long-distance flight rec- 
ord when he brings back the Question 
Mark across the Atlantic from New 
York. 

When Codos sails he will take with 
him the mechanic, Veron, a specialist 
in tuning up engines, and also a new 
motor exactly like that one used in 
the westward flight across the At- 
lantic. He also will have two supple- 
mentary gas tanks which Coste dis- 
carded before he took off from Le 
Bourget. The time of sailing has not 
been decided. , 

Codos would like to fly from New 
York to Bagdad, or at least from New 
York to Aleppo. All he has to say is: 
“Tt remains to be worked out.” 

Dispatches from New York yester- 
day quoted Captain Coste as saying 
Codos would be allowed to make the 
flight back.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 4—(4)—

lantic fliers, will come to Cleveland 
to place a wreath on the grave of 
Ambassador Myron ‘TT. Herrick, it 
was announced today by the Cleve- 
land Advertising Club.

Herrick, known as the “beloved am- 
bassador” during his long stay in 
Paris, was a close friend of Captain 
Coste. 
EASTERWOOD 
ENTHUSIASTIC. 

LONDON, Sept. 
W. E. Easterwood, Jr., of Dallas, 
Texas, arrived here tonight from 
Dublin as enthusiastic as a _ school- 
boy over the departure for Dallas of 
Dieudonne Coste and Maurice Bel- 
lonte after their great Paris-New 
York flight. 

Colonel Easterwood plans to fly to 
Paris Saturday morning, and if the 
fliers are coming home immediately 
he will await them there to present 
the check for $25,000 he offered for 
the flight’s extension to Dallas. 

If the fliers are staying on in New 
York or in the United States, he will 
take the first boat from Paris after 
Saturday and present them the check 
in New York. 

One of the rules for the Paris-New 
York-Dallas flight calls for the per- 


ward land: Even’ with the Coamo’s 
engines at full steam of 17 knots the 
boat was unable to make progress and 
at times it was forced over to a 45 
degree angle.

ON DOMINICA. 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA. Sept. 4. 
(P)}—-First details of the West Indies 
hurricane disaster in the small out- 
lying islands of the lesser antilles 
reached here this afternoon after par- 
tial restoration of crippled communi- 
cation lines. 

Reports confirming carlier radio 
messages that about 20 persons had 
been killed upon the little island of 
Dominica were received. 

The havoc and loss in othe> islands 
of the Antilles ir Selieved to be pro- 
portionate to that reported in Sunto 
Domingo. The broadcasting station at 
Morne Daniel, Dominica, was’ de- 
stroyed, along with other buildings. 

The number of casualties in these 
tiny populated dots upon the broad 
map of the Caribbean was unknown 
for want of communications. , 

Supplies of electrical equipment 
were being gathered here to be rushed 
to Dominica so that communications 
could be restored. 


AMATEUR RADIOS 
IN S. E. MOBILIZED.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—(UN)— 
President Hoover is seriously consider- 
ing a trip through the Caribbean re-| 
gion starting about October 15 which 
would inciude a close-up of the hurri- 
cane-swept Dominican Republic. Mr. 
Hoover, who wen international fame | 
in relief work, is receiving frequent 
reports on the latest disaster and has 


directed state department officials to 
do all they can officially in behalf of | 
the homeless Dominicans. | 

Definite arrangements have not yet | 


been made, but it was learned that 
Mr. Hoover hopes to spend three veeks 
in visiting Cuba, Haiti, Santo Do- 
mingo and Porto Rico. The first <hree 
are independent republics in which the 
United States has taken great inter- 
est, and the third is a United States 
possession. The president would like 
to visit Mexico but it is doubtful if 
he can make it this time. 

The trip would last through the 
second week in November and he 
would not return to the White House 
until after the congressional elections. 

Mr. Hoover would like to satisfy 
two of his chief interests by this in- 
teresting trip of more than 2,000 miles 
—a study of economic conditions, and 
fishing. The trip was first thought of 
before the hurricane struck, but to Mr. 
Hoover this occurrence only increa%es 
the potential interest and benefit of 
the trip.

Bankruptcy Flayed 
By Attorney Garrison 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—(4)—The 
aerreee bankrupt has only 11 cents 
uf the dollar in assets and the aver- 
age bankrupt’s creditor gets only 8 
cents on the dollar, Special Assistant 
Attorney-General Lloyd Garrison told 
representatives of 17 nagional business 
associations today. 

Garrison has been named by So- 
licitor-General Thomas D. Thacher to 
take charge of the bankruptcy investi- 
gation recently ordered by President 
Hoover. 

Asking the business organizations 
to supply him with whatever data 
they might have on bankruptcies Gar- 
rison said that his investigation would 
deal both with administration of the 
bankruptey act as regards collection 
of assets and their disbursement and 
with the bankrupt himself. 

The personal problem, he considered 
of far more importance than the one 
dealing with administration and waid 
that an effort would be made to set- 
tle how a bankrupt should be pun- 
ished if necessary, and what could 
be done to prevent the dishonest 
shucking off of honest debts. 

Garrison said that two-thirds of all 
bankruptcies are voluntary and that 
90° per cent win absolute discharge 
from the courts. :

Structive logging,

The main diffi- 
culty in dealing with the decline of 
American forests lies in the chaotic 
condition of the lumber industry, 
which controls four-fifths of the 
forest lands of the country.” 
Outside of the sentimental and 
material value which would be de- 
rived from the suggested nation- 
wide planting of trees, its benefits 
|would be even more far-reaching 
‘were it to result in an awakening 
of the people of the country to the 
folly of their attitude towards our 
forests. 
| For centuries other nations of the 
world have been, through necessity, 
devoting time and labor to the work 
of reforestation. Now the lack of 
proper precautions, especially dur- 
ing the past half century, to pre- 
vent the destruction of our forests, 
has brought us to the point where 
we must start reforestation in an 
extensive way or see the threat of 
drouth and flood increased many- 
fold. 


A SLOGAN OF SELF-HELP. 

The Macedonian policy is the 
wrong one for the people of Geor- 
gia to continue. They have waited 
too long for somebody to ‘‘come 
over and help us” from somewhere 
beyond, and as if we could not com- 
mand the initiative and power to 
enterprise our own native and 
enormous resources. 

Outside immigrant capital for in- 
vestments is always desirable and 
generally welcomed, but it is a 
truism indubitable that capital seek- 
ing employment will always flow to 
where capital is already working 
profitably. We have had demon- 
Strations of that fact already in 
Georgia, for our growing textile 
and some other notable industries 
are proofs of the axiom. Capital 
in industries draws upon adjacent 
raw materials, employs labor, dis- 
tributes wages, increases commerce 
at home and abroad.

Frederick H. Ecker, president of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Coni- 
pany of New York, the world’s larg- 
est in point of assets, thinks business 


during the last quarter of 1930 will 
equal “in general that of the corre- | 
sponding period of last year.” 


“It is a significant fact that even 
the first seven months, when econom- 
ic conditions were generally subnor- 
mal, yielded an aggregate volume of 
insurance greater than in the first 
seven months. The human life val- 
ues of the population are still so 
far under-insured that we in the in- 
surance business can count upon a 
fairly steady continuance of the long- 
time witnessed for many years past,” 
Mr. Ecker told me. 

I asked Mr. Ecker to elaborate on 
the forces which, in his opinion, fa- 
vored recovery in general business 
conditions. 

“One is the plentiful supply and. 
low price of business credit—the cu-| 
mulative effect, of which over a pe-| 
riod of some months seems likely to) 
make itself felt soon. Another force | 
of great significance is the large vol- 
ume of bond issues, with other evi- 
dences of a favoring bond market in 
recent months. Also, I find encour- 
agement in the fact that fully 10 
m@aths of subnormal activity in man- 
ufacture have now elapsed—a period 
long enough to advance greatly the 
‘digestion’ process which inevitably 
follows a period of abnormal activity, 
such as we had in the first half of 
1929. Inventories are admittedly not 
yet digested in some industries, but 
I surmise that if we had complete 
data on invisible as well as visible 
inventories—not only in all the in- 
dustries, but also those in the hands 
of ultimate .consumers—we could see 
much clearer signs of growing short- 
age in finished and semi-finished 
goods on hand. Last, but not least} 
among the favorable evidence, is a re- 
cent change for the better in busi- 
ness sentiment.” 

Upon the negative side—the forces 
which are holding back business re- 
covery—the comment of bis life in- 
surance president was: 

“Somewhat depleted incomes from) 
agriculture, coupled with the weak- | 
ness in building construction result- 
ing from overproduction of some types 
in recent years, seem to me the chief 
retarding forces. Foreign trade might 
also be mentioned, since the nearly 
world-wide 1929-30 depression has 
naturally curtailed demand from for- 
eign sources; but, after all, the size 
of home market greatly outranks the 
export market in importance. 


Few businessmen command the tre- | 
mendous resources that this life insur- 
ance president does. The Metropolitan | 
invests approximately one million dol- | 
lars a day. For years Mr. Ecker has 
been the head of the committee that) 
has ‘:en investing this vast sum, | 
largely in American enterprise.

City Water Supply 
Good, Says Ashley 


There is no danger of a water 
shortage for Atlanta, despite the fact 
that the Chattahoochee river at the 
Atlanta pumping station was at its 
lowest mark since the arid summer 
of 1925, it was assured Thursday by 
Alderman Claude IL. Ashley, chair- 
of the council water committee. 
Ile announced there was a_suffi- 
nt supply in the reservoirs to 
the city and its environs for 
the next three ‘weeks, though there 
may be no heavy rains. He stated 
that although the city was using ap- 
proximately 90 per cent of the supply 
in the river, the situation will be re- 
lieved by a supply turned loose at 
Bull Sluice.

- Ban on Firecrackers 


Taking the position that there al- 
ready are enough prohibitions, a spe- 
cial joint committee Thursday after- 
noon moved to so amend a _ proposed 
new firé ordinance as to preserve the 
right of Atlantans to celebrate the

The proposed ordinance would have 
barred all these liberties, and the 
committee beld that it was too dras- 
tic.

Berman, 
chairman of the ordinance committee, 
and Fire Chief John Terrell will 
work out amendments _ preserving 
these rights, and. the new draft will 
go to eourfcil at its next meeting, 
September 15.

TIME BUILDING 
00D DEFENSE 


Attempts To Make Crim- 
son Tide “Touchdown- 
Proof” Team. 


UNIVERSITY, Ala., Sept. 4.— 
(Special.) — Twenty-three diving 
tackles all made at the same time 
marked the clim : tc Alabama’s first 
varsity football practice of the sea- 
son Monday as Coach Wallace Wade 
inaugurated a campaign to make Ala- 
bama touchdown-proof, if possible. 

Five years ago, when Wade's team 
soared to undefeated heights, it was 
the brilliant defense that did it. For 
two seasons, 1925 and 1926, Alabama 
held her southern foes to one touch- 
down scored against the Tide varsity 
lineup. Two others were counted 
against substitutes. 

Alabama’s lincs have always been 
good. But last year her end and 
backfield defenses lapsed into comas 
that cost games. Well may Wade 
press his charges in drills for defense. 

The Tide sweated through morning 
and afternoon sessions with full foot- 
ball regalia, even to shoulder pads. 
There were nu stockings, in keeping 
with Alabama custom and tradition. 
Charging, tackling, a bit of blocking, 
some forward passing and punting, 
comprised the day’s work. 

As the sun sank, several possible 
teams lined up for shadow scrim- 
mage. One array that might well be- 
come a varsity lineup included: Ben 
Smith and Jimmy Moore, ends; Sing- 
ton and Clement, tackles; Howard 
and John Miller, guards; Eberdt, 
center; Campbell, quarterback; Mc- 
Right and Bellini, halfbacks; Cain, 
fullback. 

This is a veteran lineup with the 
exception of Bellini and Cain, sophs. 
Two other squads worked as units 
and it is clearly understood that few 
varsity berths may be considered 
secure, 

“Tackle” 


will be the cry of the 
campus for some time. “Block” was 
once Wade’s shout as the _ players 
dived down the field. Now it will be 
both block and tackle. These two 
rudiments were the biggest factors in 
Alabama’s exrlier success and the 
Crimson coach seems intent upon 
again concentrating these fundamental 
football virtues in the Tide lineup. 

Molton Smith, Sam Weaver, and 
“Goober” S' rling in the line, and 
Billy Hicks, “Snake” Vines and Tony 
Holm in the backfield are stellar per- 
formers who finished their grid careers 
last year and whose places will be 
hard to fill this fall. 

There are several soph forwards 
who should be of some help to the 
varsity, @ithough it is as yet too carly 
to make any predictions regarding 
their ability to stand up under var- 
sity competition. Laslie and Barker,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4-—-(#)— 
Early reorganization of the federal 
reserve board will be made with Eu- 
gene Meyer, a yeteran government fi- 
nancial administrator, taking over the 
governorship. | 

Edmund Platt, of -New York, the 
vice governor, is retiring shortly, and 
his departure clears the way for ap- 
pointment of Mr. Meyer, who comes 
from the same federal reserve district. 

With Platt’s retirement both the 
eovernorship and vice governorship of 
the board will be vacant, Roy A. 
Young having resigned as governor 
recently to become head of the Boston 
Federal Reserve bank. 

President Hoover intends to name 

Mr. Meyer as governor. He is look- 
ing for a vice governor and there are 
indications that he will ‘go to the 
northwest to fill this office. Mr. Platt 
has been considering an offer from 
the business world for some time and 
he is understood to have informed the 
administration that he will accept this 
0st. 
r Appointment of Mr. Meyer would 
have been impossible had not Platt 
resigned because the law stipulates 
that not more than one member of the 
board shall come from the same fed- 
eral reserve district. Mr. Meyer also 
is a resident of New York. 

The prospective new governor will 
enter office with considerable experi- 
ence in government fiscal affairs. 
Meyer was chairman of the war 
finance corporation and upon the li- 
quidation of that organization he was 
appointed by President Hoover to re- 
organize the federal farm loan board 
as its head. He left that offic® in the 
early days of the Hoover administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Meyer encountered some oppo- 
sition in the senate when he was 
appointed to the farm loan commis- 
sionership but he was confirmed by 
a substantial vote.
